W ealth buys a lot of favors, but 
not at the big banks of M anhattan. 
Even the millionaires must cover 
’heir overdrafts daily. A state law 
takes care of that. 
Michael H. Cahill, president of 
the Plaza Trust company, says his 
Fifth avenue bank has an average 
of only about three overdrafts daily 
and the accounts then are usually 
less than $20 overdrawn. 
This, he

But sometimes a bank allows n 
large overdraft, if it knows the cus­ 
tomer can raise enough money to 
make a deposit the next day.
